“TRIPLE ALLIANCE 


DELEGATE FAVORS ANQGLO-JAP- 
ANESE-U. 8. UNDERSTANDING 
ON PROBLEMS IN EAST. 


WOULD EFFACE PRESENT PACT 


But Continue Four Existing Agres- 
ments, Recognizing Japan’s 
interests In China. 


Washington—Interest was caused 
in Japanese circles in connection with 
Japan's reported desire to see come 
into existence a triple understanding 
between Japan, the United States and 
Great Britain, if the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance is to be discontinued, by the 
issuance of a statement by Represnt- 
ative Koturo Mochizuki, Jeader of the 
Japanese opposition, declaring that in 
view of the probable success of the 
Washington conference, there was 
no need of renewing the Alliance. 

The statement said, in part: 

“Let the alliance be effaced and 
let us set up in its place an under- 
standing between Great Britain, the 
United Statea aud Japan on Far 
Eastern and Pacific problems. 

“An understanding—in no. matter 
what form expressed—reaffirming and 
continuing in effect the provisions of 
four agreements already existing, 
uamely, the gentleman's agreement of 
1908 concerning China, the Japanese- 
‘American arbitration treaty of 1908 
referring controversies to The Hague 
tribunal, provided they have pot been 
bearing on vital interests and the in 
dependence, or prestige, of the two 
powers, and the Ishii-Lansing agree- 
ment of 1917, in which the interests 
of Japan in China were recognized, 
could very well take the place of the 
outworn Anglo-Japanese alliance. 1

MOLD REPORTED IN SILAGE 


Trouble Occura Only Where Air fa 
Present, Generally Caused hy Lack 
ef Water. 


The asua! number of complaints are 
coming in regarding the presence of 
mold in silage. Mold can grow only 
when alr is present. Alr generally 
gets in as the result of the silage be- 
ing too dry when put Into the allo. If 
water was added, not enough was 
used. Poor packing may cause the 
same trouble, Mold around the doors 
and against the wall is the result of 
poér Construction of the sfle which 
allows alr to enter. Nothing can be 
done now to remedy the condition. At 
the next Biling time epecta! care should 
be taken to see that the corn contains 
enough motsture and that it is well 
tramped. It fs always safest to reject 
moldy allage especially for hérses and 
sheep, although for cattle there seems 
th be little danger—C. H. Eckles, 
chief of the division of dalry husband- 
ry, University Farm.

Of Canvas and Ribbon 


It goes without saying that bags of 
all sorts are among those gifts that 
are always welcome, There are many 
new ones thia year made of course 
canvas, or unbleached linen and 
trimmed with narrow satin ribbon 
and ribbon flowers. Baby rivbon may 
be drawn through the interstices of 
the canvas. Drawing threads out of 
either the canvas or Hnen makes it 
possible to weave wider ribbons over 
and under the remaining threads, in 
borders or ornaments.

DECISION IMPORTANT TO LABOR 


Opinion From Chlef Justice Taft 
interprets. Sections of Famous 
Clayton Act. 


Washington.—Picketinrg is legal, but 
chere must be no violence or jntimida- 
tion in connection with it. Where 


.there is, it ig the “duty” of the courts 


to issue injunctions. 

This, fo effect, is the opinion of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
in a decision Monday which promises 
to have far-reaching influence on fut- 
ure labor troubles. The opinion in- 
terprets labor sections of the famous 
Clayton Act, and for the first time lays 
down principles which the Court be- 
lieves should govern legal regulations 
of industrial disputds. 

The Court goea out of its way to de- 
clure that labor has a right to organ- 
ize and a right top strike, and a right 
lo “propagendize.” But it tells how 
these rights should be restricted. 

The case was that of the American 
Steel Foundries against the Tri-City 
Central Trades Council of {llinois. An 
injunction against picketing was is- 
sued in 1914,in a lower court, on the 
grounds that the council and indivi- 
duals were preventing non-striking 
workmen from going to the plant. Ap- 
peals brought the case to the high 
tribunal. 

“It is clear that Congress wished to 
forbid the use by the Federal courte 


of their equity arm to prevent peace- | 


able persuasion by employes, dis- 
charged or expectant, in promotion of 
their side of the dispute, and to secure 
them against judical restraint in ob- 
taining or communicating information 
in any place where they might law- 
fully be,” said Chief Justice Taft, in 
discussing the legal restraints against 
using the injunction as set forth in 
the Clayton Act. 

As to the right of workingmen to 
combine in unions, a decision handed 
down through Chief Justive Taft. had 
this to say: 

“Union was essential to give labor- 
ers an opportunity to deal on equality 
with their employer. 

“The strike became a lawful instru- 
ment in a lawful economic struggle or 
competition between employer and 
employes as to the share or division 
between them of the joint product of 
labor and capital, To render this 
combination effective. employes must 
make their combination extend  be- 
yond one shcp.” 


NAVAL BUDGET WAITS PARLEY 


U. S. WII! Spend $425,952,367 for Navy 
if Agreement is Not Reached. 


Washington.—In the event of an 
agreement among the nations for a 
10-year naval holiday and a suspen- 
sion of building, it is expected that 
the request for an appropriation for 
$425,952,367 for the Navy Department 
in the United States budget to be 
fixed by Congress will be lessened 
materially. 

The request, however, indicated the 
intention of this Government to pro- 
ceed with its naval outlay uniess an 
agreement is reached. 

The annual budget, submitted Dec. 
5 by President Harding, asks for the 
appropriation of $3.801,113,659. The 
appropriations for this year totalled 
$3,771,900,514. 


DELAY INDEMNITY PAYMENTS 


Germany Probably Witl Be Given 
Three-Year Breathing Spell. 


Paris—-Germany will probably be 
granted a three years’ delay in her 
cash indemnity payments. 

Negotiations are now going on be- 
tween the reparations officials of 
France and Great Britain and the re- 
sponsible officials of both countries 
virtually agree. that Germany must be 
given a breathing spell. All that re- 
mains to be done js to work out @ 
scheme acceptable to both countries. 


IRISH PEACE BASIS IS FOUND 


Sinn Fein and British Detegates Agree 
on Proposals. 


London—It is officially announced 
that the government.officials and the 
representatives of the Dail Efreann 
have reached an agreement, the terms 
of which will be submitted for the 
acceptance of parliament and of the 
Dai! Bireann. 

A copy of the agreement has been 
sent to Sir James Craig, the Ulster 
premier, by special messenger. 


PACKER EMPLOYES ON STRIKE 


Nearly 60,000 Go Out As Protest 
Against Wage Cuta. 


Chicago—Labor leaders announced 
here Dec. 6 they vould institute pick- 
eting in the strike called for 50,000 
employes of the big packing houses 
throughout the Middle West,

wage cuts in all of the plants of the

of the lack of fertikver for her telds. 
So great, in fact. fave been-the ac- 
camplishutents im the Jast few years 
that scientists mow declire that a na- 
fion without applied chemistry will be 
“defenseless ino war and laggards in 
peace.” 

Previously unheard of scientitic feats 
have been reported front the labora- 
tory, but beecwuse of necessity, they 
were performed so quietly they were 
robbed of the:r glamor and their trap- 
pings of romanec while lesser achieve- 
ments on the held of battle and in the 
council chambers of diplomats have 
heen hailed by thrones. 

Those of us who have left the class- 
room and the study hiall far behind find 
it difficult, lacking 


technical knowl- 
edge, to compre- 
hend = this swift 


transition from one 
era to another, an 
amazing period 


when the nations 
of the world ate 
making skertous 


plans to scrap their 
worthless armies 
and navies, depend- 
ing for protection 
entirely upon the 
subtle but deadly

chemists hear 
strange tales these

desert caravans—produced from a 


substance as ordinary as cual tar. 

Truly, chemistry has descended into 
the depths of the earth and extracted 
the secret formula of nature. The 
modern researcher, by constant dili- 
rence and untiring effort, has per- 
formed the mysteries which kept the 
alchemist of other centuries groping 
in the dark and branded him as one 
allied with the devil himself. The re- 
searcher, in finding in coal tar, not only 
things of beauty, but remedies for 
most Hrman tls, has outdreamed the 
alcheunst by transforming a base sub- 
stance into something far more pre- 
cious than gold. 

From this black, sticky mass he 
adorns Milady with colors rivalling 
nature itself in their barbaric splendor, 
He distils perfumes that equal the jas- 
mine and he makes terrifying gases 
that one day will make war unthink- 
able. Thousands of articles upon 
which we depend, from TNT to pav-~ 
ing blocks, from attar of roses to fer- 
tilizer, and from illumination gas to 
royal purple, are derived from the 
Same substance. 


As recently as 1700 a man who dared 
to say that he could produce a ruby 
from a lump of coal would have been 
accused of practicing the black art and 
doubtless would have ended his carer 
at the stake. In three centuries we 
have gone. far. To-day we acfept 
these miracles but few of us know 
how the miracles are wrought. And 
yet there is no mystery.

The night after 
I got there I went te a banquet with 
Abe Lincoln. Heurd a lot about the 
dam nigger-loving Yankees who were 
trying to ruin the state and country 
with abolition. There were some 
stories like those we used to hear in 
the lumber camp, and no end of pow: 
erful talk, in whieh the names of God 
and the Savior were roughly. handied. 
A few of the statesmen got drunk, and 
after the dinner was over two of them 
jumped on the table and danced down 
the whole length of it, shattering 
plates and cups and saucers and 
glasses. Nobody seemed to be able 
to stup them. I hear that they had to 
pay severu! hundred dollars for the 
damage done. You wil] be apt to think 
that there is too much Hberty here In 
the West, nnd perhaps that is so, but 
the fact is these men are not half so 
bad as they seem tu be, Lincoin tells 
me that they are honest, almost to a 
inin, and sincerely devoted to the pub- 
lie good as they see it. I asked Abe 
Lincoln, who all his tife has associated 
with rough-tongued, drinking men, 
how he managed to hold his own 
course and keep his talk and habits so 
clean. 

“Why, the fact Is, said he, ‘I have 
ussocinted with the people who lived 
around me only part of the time, but ¥ 
have never stopped associating with 
myself and with Washington and Clay 
and Webster and Shakespeare and 
Burns and DeFoe and Scott and 
Blackstone and Parsons. On the 
whole, I've been in pretty good com- 
pany.

Mongolian Camels Valuable aa Carri- 
ers of Freight Across Oesert, 
Though Difficult to Handle. 


Mongolian caniels are superk 
beasts and much superior to the uxly, 
flea-bitten, one-humped Arablan 
variety, according to » writer jp the 
National Geographic Magazine. They 
are pictures of stately dignity when 
they have thelr winter coats, but re- 
pulsive looking when their halr falls 
off in chunks in the summer, 

They are the only freight carriers 
on the desert, but will only carry 
small loads and with He down and 
squeal if an extra pound Is added. 
Thelr feet wear down to the quick 
after some journeys fn the desert, and 
the — Mongollans actually — hatf-sole 
them—much as a cobbler hatf-soles 
shoes, A patch of leather is attached 
ta the bottom of the foot by thin 
thongs. which are drawn through 
adjacent callosities of the sole. 

The breath of the Mongoli#n cam- 
el is ao strong that it Is sald few 
camel drivers live tong. Its kick will 
overturn a motor car. and Its bite. fol- 
lowed by a twist of the lower teeth. 
generally induces blood poisoning. 
Particularly viclous males are marked 
with a plece of red cloth, Even a 
horseman Is not safe from them. be- 
eause they can out-gallop a pony and 
have a nasty, effective trick of throw- 
ing heast and rider, and then rolling 
on them.

Heuse of Seven Gables.” There haa 
always bees more or less discussion 
as te which house in Salem was pice 
tered in this story; some persons claim- 
ing ene, some another, 

It hes become somewhat of an ac- 
cepted fact that the house on Turner 
street, now kept as a memorial, ts the 
original honse of the story. It was 
purebased by Miss Emertom of Salem, 
and during the work of restoration 
there were found two more gables than 
at first appeared; these were uncovered 
se that now, at least, it is a house of 
seven gubles, 

Some years ago it was stated that 
Hawthorne himself, when asked about 
it, claimed that he had no particular 
house in mind when writing the story, 


but made a composite picture of sev- 
eral, 

HRawthorae went back to Concord, 
going om with his iiterary work, and 
publishing “Tanglewood Tales”; alad a 
Life of Franklin Plerce; during thin 
period the author lived at “Wayside.” 

The writings of Hawthorne show a 
subtie imagination and a curious power 
of anglysis. Beside great mental traita, 
he possessed the literary qunaifty of 
atyle—a grace and charm, a perfection 
of lsngunge which no other American 
writer possessed in the same degree; 
and which pliaces Hawthorne among 
the grent masters of English prone. 
Hia friend and college-mnte, Longfel- 
low, in reviewing “Twice Told Tales,” 
sald that “i¢ came from the hand of a 
genius,” and praised it for its style, 
which, he said, “was as clear as run- 
ning werter.” 

While Hawthorne Iacked the ac- 
complishment of verse, he was in the 
highest sense a poet. 


F YOUR courtesy, I beg you to 
call this tale a romance, rather 
than a novel; for ft makes at- 

tempt to connect a bygone time with 
the present that is even now drifting 
away from us. It is a legend, bringing 
with it the mist of the past floating 
round each character and event—even 
reund the old house itself. 

Sometimes it drifts aside and you 
catch a glimpse of older days—days 
when Colonel Pyncheon, out of pure 
covetousness, despolled old Wizard 
Maule of his house and little plot of 
land—days when Maule cursed the 
colonel for his sins and foretold: “God 
would give him blood to drink !"—days 
when Thomas Maule, son of the wiz- 
ard, built for Colonel Pyncheon over 
his father's very threshold, the House 
of the Seven Gables. 

On the day when Hepzibah Pyncheon 
trod her pride underfoot aud opened 
the little cent-shop, built in the front 
gable of the old house, there were but 
few of the Pyncheon bleed left. Judge 
Pyncheon, his son (who died abroad 
and enters not into this tale), Hepzi- 
bah and her brother Clifford, little 
Phoebe Pyncheon (who had come for 
a long visit) and a few cousins, were 
all, The race of Maule was supposed 
extinct—at least there were none 
known. 

Long since Hester hud let one of the 
gables to a daguerreotypist named Hol- 
grave; and none others were in the 
old house srve herself and Clifford 
(now pardoned out after serving sen- 
tence for the supposed murder of an 
uncle), and little Phoebe. 

Judge Pyncheon was the great man 
of the town; but, despite his ever- 
ready smile and studied benevolence, 
he was not greatly liked, Hepzibah 
shrank away from him and Clilfford 
shrieked when he would have forced 
his way in to see him. 

Hepzibah and Clifferd scarce left 
the house even for the garden; but 
Phoebe and young Holgraye met there. 
often; and the kindly mist made itself 
thin between them till they saw each 
other clear and their hearts drew close 
and love came to them—but so sofuy 
and sweetly they knew it not for love, 
but called it by that other sweet name 
—friendship.

The Grand Canyou of the Colorado, 
With ita stupendous seenic effcets, its 
beauty und its grandeur, is little cal 
culated to raise practical Ghoughts in 
the minds of inost of its beholders, 
But anyone with u teuch of the en- 
gineer in his makenp who gazes tite 
this, yreat chasm must marvel at the 
tremendous euergy that bas been ex- 
erted by running water in carving its 
way morethan a mile in depth through 
rocks of various degrees of hardiness. 
And into his mind, us his eve guuges 
the vast canyon, Is sure ta come the 
question; What has become of the 
billions of cuble yards of material 
that once filled this enormous pit? 
The lower Colorado country—a region 
of fascination despite its deserts und 
marshes, its mud volcanoes and shift. 
ing sand-dunes—is the answer; for it 
is truly the creature af che river, 
bullt from the countless tiny grains of 
supd and silt that {ts waters lave 
brought down through the centuries. 

The mouth of the Colorade is one 
of the least-known North |

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MAKE AMBER MARMALADE FOR 
A WINTER PRESERVE. 


The fruit crop was injured or des- 
troyed by frost in sa many parts of 
the country this year, that the stock 
of cherry, plum, apple, and other pre- 
serves in the household is apt to be 
lower than usual. Citrus fruits, 
however, are available and the United 
States Department of Agriculture rec- 
ommends the following easily made 
amber marmalade ta inerease 


months: é 
Amber Marmalade. 

1 orange, weighing about 7 ounces. 
1 grapefruit, weighing about 1 pound 

3 ounces. * 
1 lemon, weighing about 3 ounces. 

Select especially tender, clean, yel- 
low, smooth-skinned fruit, free from 
blemishes. The thick-skinned varie- 
ties are better for this purpose than 
those having a thin, tough peel, since 
this thin peel is likely to become still 
tougher after cooking with sugar and 
ucid. 

Wash the fruit well. Remove the 
skins and slice them very thin. Cook 


the} 
supply of sweets during the winter 

pp ; ; 
j cover with paraffin. 


this peel in a quart of cold water 


‘three times for 5 minutes each, dis- 


carding the water after each boiling. 
Cut the fruit pulp into thin slices, 


‘removing the seeds and “rag,” and 


combine this sliced pulp with the par- 
boiled skins. To each weight or mea- 
sure of fruit add three times its own 
weight or measure of water and boil 


ifor 25 minutes. Then add equal weight 


or measure of sugar and boil rapidly, 
for 25 minutes longer, or until the jelly 
stage is reached. Put at once into 
scalded jelly glasses, and when cold 


The marmalade should have a clear 
amber color, not at all of a brownish 
cast; it should be jellied throughout 
and the strips of peel which it con- 
tains should be transparent and ten- 
der. 

The amounts of fruit mentioned 
above make about 5 pinta of marma- 
lade, or 12 to 14 glasses. When larg- 
er quantities of fruit are used, long- 
er periods of cooking will be neces- 
sary before the jelly stage is reached, 
because of the larger amount of wa- 


‘ter which has to be evaporated by boil- 


ing.
